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BIRTHS. 

662  Births  (increase  of  12)  were  registered  during  1946,  and 
their  distribution  as  to  Wards  together  with  the  deaths,  is  indicated 
on  page  12.  The  Birth-rate  for  1946  was  19'1  per  1,000.  There 
were  347  Males  and  315  Females  born,  being  in  the  proportion  of 
100  Females  to  110  14  Males.  Three  pairs  of  twins  were  born. 


ILLEGITIMATE  BIRTHS. 

65  Illegitimate  Births  were  registered  during  the  year  of 
which  36  were  males  and  29  females. 

Of  those  born  in  Leamington,  11  took  place  at  home,  18  in  the 
Warneford  Hospital,  and  2  in  Nursing  Homes. 

The  figure  of  65  illegitimate  births  supplied  by  the  Registrar 
General,  and  allotted  to  the  Borough  includes  25  inward  transfers  of 
Leamington  residents  who  were  confined  elsewhere,  whilst  on  the 
other  hand  there  were  19  outward  transfers  of  non-residents  who 
although  their  confinements  took  place  in  Leamington,  were  credited 
to  other  areas.  The  Registrar’s  figure  has  to  be  accepted,  but  as 
only  the  numbers  and  sexes  are  given  without  the  names,  it  is 
impossible  to  check  the  accuracy  thereof. 

Mrs.  Blake,  the  County  Social  Worker,  interviewed  28  girls ; 
19  of  these  were  interviewed  by  Miss  Normington  and  referred  to 
Mrs.  Blake.  28  were  offered  post-natal  accommodation,  19  of  them 
accepting. 

Miss  Brookes,  Superintendent  of  the  Girls’  Shelter,  dealt  with 
bona-fide  Leamingtonians.

DEATHS. 

The  number  of  Deaths  registered  in  this  district  during  1946 
was  434.  Of  these,  82  were  deaths  of  non-residents.  On  the  other 
hand,  125  deaths  of  persons  belonging  to  the  Borough  were  registered 
elsewhere.  The  figures  thus  corrected,  the  nett  number  of  deaths 
belonging  to  the  Borough  was  477,  giving  a  crude  Death-rate  of  13*7 
per  1,000. 

For  the  adjustment  of  the  Death-rate  according  to  the  age  and 
sex  constitution  of  the  population,  the  Registrar- General  has 
provided  the  “  Areal  Comparability  Factor  ”  based  on  the  census 
of  1931,  and  which  he  estimates  at  *91.  The  corrected  death-rate 
is  therefore  12*47.

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STILL-BIRTHS. 

12  Still-Births  were  registered  during  the  year,  8  males  and 
4  females. 

The  percentage  of  Still-Births  to  Live-Births  was  1*8. 

INFANTILE  MORTALITY. 

The  infantile  mortality  rate  was  36*2.  The  figure  for  the  148 
smaller  towns  (adjusted  populations,  25,000  to  50,000)  was  37,' 
whilst  that  for  England  and  Wales  as  a  whole  was  43. 

Care  of  Premature  Infants  (Circular  20/44) 

It  will  be  seen  on  page  12  that  the  cause  of  death  in  6 
instances  was  attributed  to  prematurity. 

At  the  beginning  of  1945,  amended  birth  notification  forms 
were  sent  to  the  Warneford  Hospital,  Nursing  Homes  and  Midwives 
requesting  information  as  to  birth  weight  of  infant  and  whether  full 
time  or  premature.  The  hospital  has  also  upon  request  made  it  a 
routine  procedure  to  advise  the  Department  when  a  premature 
infant  is  discharged  home.  By  this  means  they  are  followed  up 
with  the  least  possible  delay. 

Under  Circular  20/44  infants  whose  birth  weight  is  below 
Si  lbs.  must  be  notified  as  premature,  quite  irrespective  of  the  period 
of  gestation.  This  direction  which  appears  to  be  one  of  adminis¬ 
trative  tidiness  causes  a.  contradiction  in  terms,  but  perhaps  the 
information  obtained  was  felt  to  justify  such  a  procedure.  The 
infants  of  large  parents,  weighing  over  Si  lbs.,  who  were  a  month  or 
more  premature,  are  not  given  as  premature  infants  owing  to  their 
weight,  and  may  well  have  escaped  special  notice  in  this  way.  At 
the  other  extreme,  it  is  more  than  probable  that  many  children  of 
parents,  themselves  above  average  size,  may  weigh  7  lbs.  and  yet  be 
premature  in  the  real  sense  of  the  word.  Similarly,  many  full  time 
infants  of  small  parents  will  be  notified  as  premature  on  the  weight 
alone,  and  thus  the  errors  under  official  directure  will  be  further 
increased.  It  would  surely  have  been  wiser  to  create  a  new  word, 
as  the  term  “premature”  now  has  little  real  meaning,  and  is 
frequently  quite  untrue.

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GENERAL  PROVISION  OF  HEALTH  SERVICES 

IN  THE  BOROUGH. 

PUBLIC  HEALTH  OFFICERS  OF  THE  AUTHORITY. 

A  list  of  the  Staff  with  their  qualifications  will  be  found  at  the 
beginning  of  the  Report. 

LABORATORY  FACILITIES. 

These  are  provided  by  Birmingham  University. 

The  County  Pathological  Laboratory  has  also  proved  helpful 
with  advice  and  otherwise  in  cases  of  emergency.  Similarly,  the 
Laboratory  at  the  Warneford  Hospital  has  also  proved  useful  on 
many  occasions  and  is  enlarging  its  sphere  of  action. 

AMBULANCE  FACILI1IES. 

The  Chief  Constable  reports  that  640  patients  were  removed  to 
hospital,  etc.  during  1946,  in  addition  to  the  transport  to  hospital  of 
83  cases  resulting  from  accidents.  Borough  cases  pay,  but  not  if 
removed  to  places  in  the  county  area. 

MATERNITY  AND  CHILD  WELFARE. 

Midwifery  and  Maternity  Services. 

The  Midwives  are  under  the  control  of  the  Warwickshire  County 
Council.  The  Municipal  Midwives  operate  from  the  Warneford 
Hospital. 

Institutional  Provision  for  Mothers  or  Children. 

The  arrangements  with  the  Warneford  Hospital  for  the  admission 
of  maternity  cases  remains  the  same  as  in  previous  years.  In  1946, 
25  women  were  so  admitted  under  the  Council’s  scheme. 

3  deaths  occurred  during  the  year  in  consequence  of  child¬ 
birth. 

Ante-natal  Clinic. 

The  total  number  of  attendances  made  by  816  women  at  the 
Ante-natal  Clinic  at  the  Warneford  Hospital  during  the  year  was 
2,181,  an  average  of  2*7  attendances  per  patient.  The  figures  for  the 
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previous  year  were  457  and  1,853  respectively,  which  demonstrate 
an  appreciable  increase.  It  should  be  appreciated  that  in  certain 
cases  adequate  ante-natal  examination  in  good  time,  will  save 
recourse  to  emergency  operations. 


HEALTH  VISITORS. 

5,182  visits  were  paid  to  infants  and  5,095  to  children  between 
the  age  of  1  and  5  years,  632  visits  were  attributable  to  General  . 
Health  Visiting  and  465  visits  no  access  was  gained. 

The  card  records  of  conditions  found  show  the  following : — 
Breast  fed,  312 ;  partly  breast  fed,  89  ;  bottle  fed,  166. 

27  births  notified  within  the  Borough  were  not  visited  ;  33  of 
the  mothers  had  left  the  town. 

249  visits  were  paid  to  expectant  mothers  as  compared  with 
214  the  previous  year. 


INFANT  WELFARE  CENTRES. 

Hamilton  House.  Weekly  sessions  were  held  on  Friday  after¬ 
noons  as  previously,  with  an  additional  session  for  weighings  on 
Wednesday  afternoons.  In  addition  mothers  attended  daily  between 
9  and  10-30  a.m.  for  test  feeds,  minor  ailments  and  advice  by  the 
health  visitors.  The  morning  attendances  numbered  813  for 
babies  and  1000  for  toddlers,  the  total  being  1,813. 

The  total  number  of  infants  and  toddlers  seen  during  the  twelve 
months  was  976.  Weighings  numbered  6,528  giving  an  average 
of  150  children  weighed  weekly. 

The  total  number  of  attendances  by  all  children  under  5  years 
of  age  was  6,528,  giving  an  average  weekly  attendance  of  150. 

1,813  treatments  were  given  for  minor  ailments,  etc. 

Of  the  662  births  notified  during  1946,  408  of  these  infants 
attended  the  Welfare  Centre,  representing  62%  of  all  the  births  in 
the  town  as  compared  with  63%  the  previous  year  and  75%  in  1944. 
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Dried  Milk  Distribution.  15,327  tins  and  packets  sold  at  cost 
price  from  the  main  and  branch  centres. 

Lillington.  Weekly  sessions  were  held  on  Thursday  afternoons. 
Attendances  numbered  2,042  as  compared  with  2,329  for  1945,  the 
average  per  session  being  41,  a  decrease  of  6  on  the  previous  year. 

The  sale  of  food  from  this  centre  which  commenced  from  the 
beginning  of  1944  continued  to  operate. 


Vitamin  Supplements.  The  take  up  of  coddiver  oil,  orange 
juice,  and  A  &  D  tablets  has  not  been  satisfactory  for  this  area. 
The  records  under  these  three  headings  are  reported  monthly  for 
Leamington  and  Warwick,  and  have  been  very  disappointing  and 
would  be  only  a  little  better  for  Leamington  alone.  Doubtless  some 
buy  them  elsewhere,  but  it  is  not  possible  to  know  just  how  many. 
Efforts  continue  to  be  made  to  encourage  mothers  to  use  these 
facilities,  especially  in  view  of  the  fact  that  the  incidence  of  Rickets 
is  apparent  in  many  who  have  not  been  having  coddiver  oil. 

It  is  usually  the  ignorant  poor  who  neglect  to  take  advantage 
of  these  opportunities. 

The  position  is,  however,  being  closely  watched,  and  the  health 
visiting  staff  are  doing  what  they  can  in  the  hope  of  improving 
matters  in  this  respect,  and  other  means  of  propaganda  are  being 
explored. 


CHILD  LIFE  PROTECTION. 

The  number  of  Infant  Protection  Visitors  is  3,  all  being 
Health  Visitors  of  the  Local  Authority. 

The  number  of  persons  on  the  Register  who  were  nursing 
children  for  reward  at  the  end  of  the  year  was  6. 
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During  1946,  6  persons  notified  that  they  had  undertaken 
the  charge  of  children.  6  children  were  transferred  to  their  own 
parents.  1  transferred  to  Foster  Mother;  1  transferred  to  Children’s 
Home.  6  children  were  left  on  the  register  at  the  end  of  the  year. 

83  visits  were  paid  to  Foster  children  by  the  Health  Visitors.

The  Medical  Officer  of  Health,  who  acts  as  Honorary  Medical 
Officer  to  the  local  branch  of  the  N.S.P.C.C.,  maintained  close 
co-operation  with  Inspector  Harknett,  the  successor  to  Inspector 
Starr.  Although  no  prosecutions  of  Leamington  offenders  were 
undertaken,  several  were  warned  following  domiciliary  visits. 

It  seems  extraordinary  that  there  should  be  the  need  for  such  a 
Society  in  a  civilised  and  highly  organised  country,  but  as  far  as  I 
am  able  to  foresee,  there  will  be  plenty  of  work  for  the  N.S.P.C.C. 
here  for  many  years  to  come. 


ULTRA  VIOLET  LIGHT  CLINIC. 

This  was  held  as  previously  on  two  mornings  weekly  at  Hamil¬ 
ton  House. 


Owing  to  the  Fuel  cut  this  was  discontinued  in  February. 
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ORTHOPEDIC  TREATMENT. 

During  the  year  under  the  arrangement  with  the  Warneford 
Hospital  96  cases  received  treatment,  63  of  which  were  children 
under  school  age.  In  addition,  early  cases  of  rickets  were  treated  at 
the  Council’s  Ultra-Violet  Light  Clinic,  and  cod  liver  oil,  splints, 
and  surgical  boots  and  irons  provided  for  necessitous  cases  free  of 
cost.  The  early  cases  of  rickets  were  seen  from  time  to  time  in 
children  whose  mothers  had  neglected  to  avail  themselves  of  the 
facilities  offered  for  obtaining  cod  liver  oil.  There  need  be  no  cases 
of  Rickets  these  days  if  parents  will  make  use  of  the  facilities 
available,  and  see  that  their  children  take  cod  liver  oil  regularly. 


MATERNITY  AND  NURSING  HOMES. 

On  31st  December,  1946,  there  were  9  Nursing  Homes  on  the 
register  including  the  Warneford  Hospital.

BRITISH  RESTAURANT. 

The  British  Restaurant  again  performed  a  very  useful  function 
in  helping  to  feed  the  public. 

The  number  of  meals  served  during  the  year  was  138,602,  giving 
a  weekly  average  of  2,665,  being  1,168  weekly  less  than  the  previous 
year. 

Sunday  lunches  continued  as  previously  and  varied  from  30  to 
100  per  day,  whilst  ‘  cash  and  carry  ’  meals  numbered  from  20  to 
50  per  week.  Sunday  lunches  ceased  in  November,  1946,  though  I 
think  this  was  a  mistake  as  even  in  a  small  way  they  were  a  great 
help  to  a  minority  of  the  public. 
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SANITARY  CIRCUMSTANCES  OF  THE  AREA. 

WATER. 

The  sources  of  the  Town’s  water  were  as  described  for  previous 
years,  supplemented  to  a  small  extent  by  supplies  from  outside  the 
Borough. 

The  following  information  was  requested  by  Circ.  28/46  from  * 
the  Ministry  of  Health  : — 

1.  The  water  supply  has  been  satisfactory  in  quality  and 
quantity,  although  care  has  been  exercised  not  to  waste 
water. 

2.  Bacteriological  and  chemical  analyses  are  made  monthly 
of  the  well  waters  and  weekly  of  the  filtered  river  water. 

3.  The  water  is  not  excessively  plumbo-solvent  and  no  special 
precautions  are  taken  against  this. 

4.  Chlorination  plants  are  installed  at  all  sources  of  supply  to 
counter  any  form  of  contamination.  The  chlorination  dose 
is  increased  or  decreased  according  to  circumstances. 

5.  Except  for  a  few  houses  supplied  by  stand  pipe  all  the 
population  is  supplied  direct.

The  Manager  of  the  Pump  Rooms  reports  that  the  small 
swimming  bath  was  again  kept  open  during  the  Winter  months. 
The  total  number  of  those  using  both  baths  during  the  twelve 
months  ended  31st  December,  1946,  was  98,511.  The  average 
attendance  per  week  during  the  Summer  season  (May  to  September) 
was  3,273,  and  during  the  Winter  season,  882. 

There  are  no  privately-owned  swimming  baths  or  pools  in  the 
area  open  to  the  public.  Frequent  bacteriological  and  chemical 
examinations  of  the  swimming  baths  water  were  made  during  the 
year  and  proved  satisfactory. 


RIVERS. 

Sources  of  pollution  both  inside  and  outside  the  Borough  were 
kept  under  observation  and  ameliorative  action  taken  as  far  as 
practicable. 

DRAINAGE  AND  SEWAGE. 

A  full  report  of  the  Sewage  Disposal  Scheme,  which  is  by 
means  of  Settlement  Tanks  and  Filters  on  land  at  Heathcote, 
was  contained  in  the  report  for  1929.  During  the  year,  the  general 
character  of  the  sewage  effluent  was  satisfactory,  and  no  complaints 
were  received. 


CLOSET  ACCOMMODATION. 

With  the  exception  of  a  few  cottages  in  the  Lillington  district, 
the  houses  throughout  the  town  are  supplied  with  water  closets.

Informal  action  was  again  taken  during  the  year  1946  to  bring 
about  a  reduction  in  the  amount  of  smoke  from  factory  chimneys. 
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SHOPS  ACT,  1934. 


No  action  was  found  to  be  necessary  in  connection  with  the 
provision  of  either  sanitary,  washing  or  heating  arrangements. 


SLAUGHTER  HOUSES. 

No  visits  were  paid  to  the  18  licensed  Slaughter  Houses  within 
the  Borough  as  slaughtering  continues  to  be  carried  out  at  the 
abattoir  in  Coventry,  the  meat  being  distributed  from  a  meat 
“  pool  ”  set  up  in  Kenilworth  Street.

During  the  year  the  Ministry  of  Food  introduced  a  Private 
Dwelling  Scheme  whereby  the  public  was  given  free  service. 

Your  Committee  entered  into  this  Scheme  and  undertook  to 
comply  with  certain  conditions  laid  down  by  the  Ministry. 

The  first  obligation  was  a  systematic  treatment  of  the  sewers. 
Under  the  initial  treatment  238  manholes  were  baited  resulting  in  a 
computed  kill  of  1,670  rats,  and  in  a  second  treatment  291  manholes 
were  dealt  with  and  it  was  estimated  that  800  rats  had  been 
destroyed. 

A  systematic  survey  of  the  public  and  business  premises  in 
the  Borough  is  in  progress,  treatments  being  given  where  found 
necessary.

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Of  the  51  samples  of  Milk  taken  for  analysis  49  were  found  to 
be  satisfactory. 

The  two  unsatisfactory  samples,  which  were  deficient  in  Fat  to 
the  extent  of  33%  and  6%  respectively,  were  taken  from  the  same 
vendor.  In  connection  with  the  first  sample,  information  was 
laid  against  the  vendor.  The  vendor  exercised  his  right  under  the 
Act  and  named  the  producer  as  the  responsible  person.  Having 
heard  the  vendor  and  the  producer  the  magistrate  fined  the  latter 
£5  with  £2  2s.  Od.  costs. 

One  informal  sample  of  Sausage  was  found  to  be  12%  deficient 
in  meat  content.  A  subsequent  formal  sample  from  the  same  source 
proved  to  be  genuine. 

An  informal  sample  of  Baking  Powder  was  deficient  of  13%  of 
Available  Carbon  Dioxide.  This  was  followed  up  with  a  formal 
sample  which  was  found  to  be  deficient  of  10*3%  of  Available  Carbon 
Dioxide  and  the  vendor  was  cautioned. 

All  the  other  samples  were  genuine. 

The  percentage  of  adulteration  on  the  number  of  samples  sub¬ 
mitted  was  3*3.

In  The  Pump  Room  Gardens. 

(4)  A  Stevenson’s  Screen,  containing  a  Hygrometer  and  a 

Maximum  and  a  Minimum  Thermometer. 

(5)  One  Sin.  Rain  Gauge  (Meteorological  Office  Pattern)  with 

Measuring  Glass. 

(6)  One  Earth  Thermometer  at  a  depth  of  1  foot. 

(7)  One  Earth  Thermometer  at  a  depth  of  4  feet. 

The  Station  is  recognised  by  the  Meteorological  Office,  and 
a  monthly  report  was  sent  throughout  the  year. 

The  observations  were  made  under  the  supervision  of  the  two 
Sanitary  Inspectors  by  Mr.  A.  H.  Stalworth,  clerk.

AGE  INCIDENCE.  NOTIFIABLE  DISEASES. 
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During  1946,  the  Medical  Officer  of  Health  made  49  infectious 
disease  visits  for  the  most  part  at  the  request  of  practitioners  in 
doubt  concerning  the  diagnosis. 

The  following  were  the  suspected  diseases  on  account  of  which 
the  visits  were  made: — Scarlet  Fever  18,  Diphtheria  9,  Chicken 
Pox  4,  Measles  2,  Puerperal  Pyrexia  1,  Typhus  Contacts  4, 
Small  Pox  Contacts  11. 

Diphtheria. — The  notifications  numbered  12,  all  of  which 
cases  were  admitted  to  Hospital. 

Anti-toxin  was  obtainable  from  the  Health  Department  during 
office  hours,  and  at  other  times  through  the  kindness  of  the 
Warneford  Hospital  a  stock  was  kept  available  there  to  be  drawn 
upon.  No  charge  is  made  for  the  Anti-toxin,  the  cost  being  borne 
by  the  Public  Health  Department. 

Diphtheria  Immunisation — 58  children  of  school  age 
received  two  subcutaneous  inoculations  of  A.P.T.  (Alum  Precipit¬ 
ated  Toxoid).  In  addition  337  children  between  the  ages  of  1  and 
5  years  completed  the  course  during  the  year. 

Other  Inoculations.  1  innoculation  against  Typhus  and 
1  child  vaccinated  against  Small  Pox. 

PNEUMONIA. — Notifications  of  this  disease  were  as  follows  : — 

Acute  Primary  Pneumonia,  45  ;  Influenzal  Pneumonia,  8. 

Broncho- Pneumonia  is  not  notifiable,  unless  of  course  it  is 
tuberculous. 

Measles. — This  was  made  a  notifiable  disease  in  October, 
1939.  Officially  notified,  12,  compared  with  159  the  previous  year. 

Whooping  Cough. — 26  cases  were  notified  during  1946,  4 
reported  unofficially.  This  disease,  like  Measles,  was  also  made 
notifiable  in  1939. 
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Chicken  Pox. — 38  cases  were  reported,  this  disease  not  being 
notifiable. 

Vaccination. — From  the  Return  of  the  Vaccination  Officer 
I  am  enabled  to  give  the  figures  for  vaccination  of  the  children  born

It  will  thus  be  seen  that  of  553  living  children  (929  less 
376  removed  to  other  places)  only  194  or  35%  are  known  to  have 
been  subjected  to  vaccination,  31*8%  being  successfully  vaccinated.

HEATHCOTE  HOSPITAL  ANNUAL  REPORT. 


During  the  year,  108  cases  were  admitted,  which,  when  added 
to  the  5  remaining  in  Hospital  on  1st  January,  1946,  gave  a  total 
of  113  cases  under  treatment  during  the  twelve  months.  This  is  49 
less  than  in  1945.  Only  one  death  occurred  of  an  infant  suffering 
from  malignant  measles  who  died  within  45  minutes  of  admission. 

The  yearly  average  admissions  for  the  last  decennium  was  211, 

and  for  the  previous  one,  196.  The  number  remaining  in  Hospital

on  1st  January,  1947,  was  4.  No  cases  were  received  direct  from 
outside  the  area  served  by  the  Joint  Hospital  Board.

SCARLET  Fever. — Of  the  62  cases  of  Scarlatina  admitted 
during  the  year,  24  were  males  and  38  females.  9  of  these  were 
seen  by  the  writer  before  admission  at  the  request  of  the  practitioners 
concerned. 

Four  patients  suffered  from  Varicella  in  addition,  and  despite 
the  very  infectious  nature  of  this  complaint,  no  other  cases  occurred 
owing  to  strict  isolation  from  the  outset.  On  the  other  hand,  one 
developed  Rubella,  contracted  from  a  case  of  this  disease  sent  in  as 
Scarlatina  in  error,  but  fortunately  this  was  the  only  instance  of 
cross  infection,  a  further  case  of  Rubella  being  diagnosed  and  isolated 
at  once.  One  child  developed  a  costal  abscess  which  was  opened 
and  found  to  be  caused  by  Staphylococcus  aureus.  A  second  abscess 
in  the  thigh  necessitated  transfer  to  the  Warneford  Hospital.  Of 
the  otorrhea  complications  one  was  double  and  three  right.  Eight 
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patients  received  anti-scarlatinal  serum  intramuscularly,  one  after 
desensitisation,  and  no  serum  rashes  followed.  Definite  desqua¬ 
mation  was  noted  in  only  13  of  those  admitted,  though  it  is  more 
than  probable  that  a  number  who  had  at  some  period  of  their  con¬ 
valescence  the  fine,  branny  type  of  peeling  may  have  been  missed. 

There  were  no  return  cases  following  discharge  from  hospital, 
but  one  case  admitted  from  Baginton  was  a  contact  of  her  sister 
who  contracted  Scarlatina  a  month  previously,  and  was  nursed  at 
home. 

Reference  to  the  preliminary  enquiry  slips  prior  to  removal  to 
hospital  shows  that  no  less  than  10  complained  of  no  sore  throat, 
though  in  assessing  the  reliability  of  this,  it  must  be  remembered 
that  these  were  mostly  young  children.  Vomiting  as  a  prodromal 
symptom  occurred  in  23  cases,  or  in  3 7%  of  the  total.

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Diphtheria. — 20  cases  were  admitted  to  hospital  of  which  8 
were  males  and  12  females.  Two  of  these  were  ‘‘carriers”  which 
are  not  normally  taken  in  unless  for  special  reasons.  One  was  sub¬ 
ject  to  recurrent  attacks  of  tonsillitis,  and  was  discovered  in  the 
course  of  swabbing  before  undergoing  tonsillectomy.  The  other, 
who  was  in  good  health,  was  one  of  a  large  family  from  a  poor  home, 
and  was  the  brother  of  two  already  suffering  from  severe  Diphtheria. 
One  patient  suffered  from  Scarlatina  in  addition. 

6  children  and  a  woman  of  19  with  a  mean  age  of  12  had  been 
immunised  4j  years  previously  on  the  average — 2  years  before  being 
the  minimum,  and  7  years  the  maximum.  Only  one  of  these,  a  girl 
of  14  admitted  on  the  fourth  day  of  disease,  underwent  a  severe 
attack  with  a  “  bull  neck,”  extensive  membrane  on  the  fauces,  soft 
palate  and  uvula,  and  copious  purulent  rhinorrhoea.  Although  the 
membrane  was  3  or  4  square  inches  in  extent,  she  made  a  rapid 
recovery  without  any  of  the  complications  one  would  expect  to  follow 
after  such  a  severe  infection,  and  it  seems  probable  this  may  be  due 
to  the  immunising  injections  4  years  previously. 


Of  the  remaining  9  cases,  2  women  and  a  child  experienced 
serious  attacks  with  extensive  membrane  and  cervical  cellulitis,  the 
latter  having  laryngeal  symptoms,  and  the  women  paralytic  compli¬ 
cations.  Only  one  patient  developed  a  serum  rash  as  the  result  of 
antitoxin  injection.

Tonsillitis.— 7  patients  diagnosed  as  acute  follicular  or 
suppurative  tonsillitis  were  admitted  as  suspected  cases  of  Diphtheria, 
and  remained  in  hospital  for  an  average  of  one  week. 

Pemphigus  Neonatorum. — Two  premature  infants  aged  18 
and  22  days  respectively  were  admitted  from  the  hospital  where 
they  were  born  suffering  from  this  contagium  in  a  severe  generalised 
form. 

They  were  treated  with  penicillin,  their  mothers’  milk  was 
brought  to  the  hospital  daily,  and  both  made  a  remarkable  recovery. 
A  report  of  these  cases  was  later  published  in  the  medical  press. 

Measles. — This  concerned  an  infant  of  7  months  suffering 
from  malignant  measles  with  a  haemorrhagic  eruption,  and  was  sent 
into  hospital  unconscious  and  moribund,  succumbing  to  the  toxaemia 
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f-hour  after  arrival.  This  was  the  only  case  of  this  disease  and  the 
only  death  during  the  year. 

Cerebro-Spinal  Fever. — F.,  aged  55,  with  turbid  cerebro¬ 
spinal  fluid  containing  meningococci.  Rapid  recovery  followed 
intensive  treatment  by  chemo-therapy. 

Typhoid  Fever. — This  was  one  from  the  Aberystwith  out¬ 
break — a  boy  of  7  who  was  at  first  nursed  at  home  for  3  weeks,  as 
he  was  considered  to  be  a  mild  case.  A  severe  relapse  however 
resulted  in  his  removal  to  hospital  where  the  pyrexia  subsided  after 
a  week,  the  only  complication  being  epistaxis  two  days  after  admis¬ 
sion.  He  had  had  a  previous  attack  of  Typhoid  in  Jerusalem  when 
a  year  old. 

Para-Typhoid. — This  patient  was  a  soldier  on  leave  who  con¬ 
tracted  the  disease  abroad.  The  illness  was  of  a  mild  nature, 
probably  due  to  partial  immunity  owing  to  inoculation  in  1944  and 

1945. 

Health  of  Staff. — This  remained  good  during  the  year,  no 
one  contracting  infection  of  any  kind. 

Fosse  Hospital. — This  again  remained  closed  throughout 

1946.

Visitors.

VENEREAL  DISEASES  TREATMENT  SCHEME. 

The  responsible  authority  in  this  connection  is  the  County 
Council.  The  Borough,  however,  works  in  close  co-operation  and 
assists  as  far  as  possible  from  the  propaganda  angle,  and  in  the 
distribution  of  posters  for  the  factories  and  elsewhere. 

Notifications  under  Regulation  33b  sent  in  error  to  the  Borough 
Medical  Officer  of  Health  are  transmitted  confidentially  direct  to  the 
County  Medical  Officer  of  Health. 


HEALTH  PROPAGANDA. 

This  continues  to  be  one  of  the  main  functions  of  the  Health 
Visitors  in  the  homes  and  at  the  welfare  centres,  and  the  Sanitary 
Inspectors  play  their  part  in  their  own  particular  sphere. 


DISINFECTION  OF  PREMISES,  BEDDING,  ETC. 

Premises  are  disinfected  after  Scarlet  Fever  and  Diphtheria 
cases,  and  also  after  other  notifiable  or  non-notifiable  infectious 
disease  cases  where  the  medical  practitioner  deems  it  necessary. 
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Formalin  is  used  in  either  gaseous  or  liquid  form  depending 
upon  the  circumstances. 

Clothing  is  disinfected  in  a  Washington- Lyons  steam  disinfector 
at  Prince’s  Drive.  Bedding,  etc.,  is  conveyed  in  a  specially  adapted 
motor  van. 

Books  are  treated  by  exposure  to  Formalin  vapour. 

Eradication  of  Bed  Bugs. — During  the  year  81  rooms 
were  treated  for  bed-bug  infestation.  One  or  other  of  the  proprietary 
brands  of  liquid  insecticide  was  used  in  each  case,  with,  in  some 
instances,  the  addition  of  vapour  from  the  disinfestator  blocks.
